Then the an- 
nouncement becomes interesting. Immediate 
Iy We are concerned about the sun's spots, for 
we have been assured that they mean some- 
thing more than mere objects of optical ob- 
servance.

The 
"Northern lights" 
which 
flashed 


across the sky a few weeks ago were not so 
brilliant as have appeared on other occasions 
in the past, but they served to bear out the 
promises of the scientists of unusual heavenly 
phenomena, following the period of the sun 
taking on blemishes. 
Then came the electric- 


al storm of Monday. .All thru the night, crashes 


(of thunder, fearsome bolts of lightning and a 
downpour of rain, continued. This 
afforded 


Jproof No. 2 in support of the scientific 
con- 


Centum. Those who were skeptical even "after 
the display of the aurora borealis, for the most 
part were convinced after further manifesta- 
tion was -suppjied, that the sun spots might 
have something to do with it after all. 


Scientists are engaged in taking 
new 


holographs of the sun, to enable them to 


make a better study of the situation; not for 
the purpose of endeavoring to prescribe a 
remedy for what "ails" the orb of day, but to 
discover, if possible, just what it's all about 
and what it really means and why. In the or- 
der of things as had been caleulated'scientific- 
tally, sun spots were not again due until 192S, 


ut they are here in 1921. They appear in 
:ycles of 11 years, usually. Consequently, 
[observations are off schedule. Nature is con- 
rary—sometimes. The laws of the heavens 
ave gone awry. 


Sun spots measure about 94,000 by 21,000 


'miles. We'll have them until the sun in its 
rotation moves the group away from the 


rth, then—electrical storms will come at in- 
.ervals just" the same.

SLACKER LIST A MISTAKE 


GVJBKNMENT officials have about reach- 


ed the point where they are ready to 


admit that the decision to publish slacker lists 
was a mistake. That the war department 
would like to gracefully back-track is becom- 
ing apparent. 


There is no question but that the public 


should, at the proper time, be informed con- 
cerning the names of those who ran away 
from duty and became deserters under the 
draft law, but with the known errors in the list 
which has been given out and which newspa- 
pers for the most part refused to publish for 
that very reaaon, it is now pretty well recog- 
nized that it would have been better to have 
made publication of the names of the 
men 


first as "unaccounted for" In the records of 
the war department, so that there might be 
no embarrassment such as has ensued, by in- 
cluding names of men who hold honorable dis- 
charges from the service, or who laid down 
their lives in action and for some reason are 
not properly accounted for in the records. 


The original list contained 468,000 names, 


which was reduced to 149,000 by investigation. 
While it is true that the department did every- 
thing possible to insure accuracy, the fact re- 
mains that there was still danger of unjust ac- 
cusations creeping in by the publication of a 
slacker list. 
This has been proven. What 


was sought to be done was to clear the record, 
but the fact was overlooked, apparently, that 
in so doing, an injustice would likely be done 
to many persons. Once branded as a slacker, 
no matter how strenuously it may be denied 
or how much evidence is adduced to offset the 
charge, doubt still lingers in the minds of 
many.' 


Therefore, while it was a grave mistake 


for the war department to determine upon the 
publication of the "slacker" list, it is not too 
late to change the plan and publish a list of 
those "unaccounted for." 
This would bring 


to the front the very information the depart- 
ment seeks and after all doubt is removed, the 
names of the real yellows could in safety be 
given to the public. 


Patriotic and loyal citizens have no pa- 


tience with the yellow contingent, but it is gen- 
erally felt that slacker proof should be posi- 
tive before publication is made.
